INSURGENTS LOSE HEAVILY IN 


ENGAGEMENT WITH AMERICANS 


Four Six=Ponnd Guns and Many Prisoners Captured 


Aguinaldo's Wife, Sisters and Many Friends 


Surrender to March's Battalion 


Manila, Jan. 2.—The first movement of 


a general southern advance occurred 
yesterday, -when two battalions of the 
Thirty-ninth infAntry landed and occu- 
pied Caljuyao, on. the south side of 
Laguna De Bay. Two Americans were 
killed and four1 were wounded, 24 of the 
enemy's dead were found in one house. 
One hundr'ed and fifty prisoners and four 
six-pound rapid-fire guns were cap- 
tured. 


The gunboat Laguna De Bay bom- 


barded the town before the disembarka- 
tion of the troops from the cascoes, 
which was made under the enenjy's 
shrapnel fire. The eneray evacuated the 
place before the charging Americans, 
retreating to Santa Rosa, to which town 
they were pursued. Heavy fighting oc- 
curred along the road, to Santa Rosa, 
which was occupied by the insurgents 
retraating south towards Silang. 
The 


A'nericans burned the country between 
and around Cabuyao. 


The gnnboat returned t» Salamba for 


reinforcements and then twine to Mar.ila 
to fetch ammunition. She recently cap- 
tured two of the enemy's steam launches, 
one under the fire of artillery at Calamba, 
and also four cascoes toaded with rice. 


Other regiments are mobilizing at San 


Pedro, Macau and Pasig, preparatory to 
continuing the southern advance. 


DUnaay's capture of bombs involved 


the seizure of documents inculpatirg 
1000 Filipinos who intended to rise 
against the Americans. Papers 
-were 


also found showing a distribution of the 
city into districts and a careful assign- 
ment of leaders and followers. The pre- 
cautions taken by the Americans on 
Saturday, it is now evident, alone pre- 
vented an uprising. 


The provost marshal has requested that 


two more regiments to be detailed ^-or 
the protection of Manila. Three thou- 
sand troops are now actually in the city.

from Renstburg: 


"Yesterday afternoon a big force of 


cavalry and infantry with 10 guns, un- 
der 
personal command of General 


French, moving by detour, occupied some 
hills three miles from Colesberg, where 
the Boers were in strength, confident in 
the natural aid afforded them by the 
hills around. 


"The enemy's position extended six 


miles around the entire village. At day- 
break our artillery opened the battle. 
The Boers were taken by surprise, but 
replied vigorously. An artillery duel 
was maintained for two hours. Then a 
Boer Hotchkiss collapsed and was 
abandoned. We captured It. A Boer 
big gun was silenced; but this and the 
other Boer guns were withdrawn to the 
northward, whither we are harrassing 
the Boer retreat by a damaging shell 
fire. 


"Colesberg Is in our hands; and the 


few remaining- loyalists are Jubilant. 
We have captured many wagons and a 
considerable quantity oj stores. 


"Our 
losses were qalte light, but the 


Boers must have suffered heavily. They 
may stop at Achtertang or cross the 
river altogether at NorvalstPont, where 
the bridge is still intact." 


QENEBAL FRENCH. 


Colesberg is an important strategic 


point on the railroad to Bloemfontein, 
not far from the Orange river frontier 
of the Free State, and commanding the 
line along which a British column of in- 
vasion would naturally advance. 
It 


was one of th4 earliest points in the 
north of Cape Colony to be occupied 
by the Boers. 
Its occupation by the 


British will materially assist in car- 
rying out the new plan of campaign, said 
to have been adopted by the British, 
and of which a hint is given by a Ger- 
man physician living in Cairo, who 
sends to a Leipsic paper an account of 
a conversation with General Kitchener 
prior to his departure for South Africa. 
General Kitchener is reported to have 
said that the scattered British forces 
will be concentrated as soon as pos- 
sible. 
General Gatacre, by the seiz- 


ure of Dordrecht, has distinctly im- 
proved his position, both from a political 
and military point of view. 
Ke now 


commands some 30 miles of country in 
which he can prevent considerable dia- 
afflection, and he is also enabled "to 
•watch Stormberg, which is the Boers' 
chief stronghold in Cape Colony, from 
two sides. 


The success of General French in driv- 


ing the Boers from Colesberg has shot 
a welcome ray of light through the 
gloom of the campaign in South Af- 
rica. 
Everywhere it is commented up- 


on as an example of sound tactics, and 
as an illustration of what may be done 
when the right methods are employed 
with the Boeru. 
The government is 


urged to take the lesson to heart, and to 
nee that no stone is left unturned in the 
endeavor to get the largest possible 
forces of cavalry and mounted infantry 
to the f«mt. 


Now that General French has the 


Boers on the run, the hope is expressed 
that he will give them no rest, but will 
harrass them until they have found 
their way across the Orange river, w hich 
is 12 miles distant. 
The old wagon 


route to the Free State traverses Coles- 
berg, and crosses the river by a fine 
bridge, 1340 feet long. It is believed that 
the Boers retreated toward Norvals 
Pont,j,further east, and the question, is 
wheteher General French will be able 
to secure these t-*,-o bridges before the 
Boers destroy them. 


One important effect of the success of 


General French is that it will probably 
have a deterrent influence upon Dutch 
disaffection. 
There is some disposition 


here to exaggerate the importance of 
small skirmishes and engagements". 
It 


should be borne in mind that General 
French has only 20"0 men, and, so far 
as the Important points of campaign 
are concerned, the situation is virtually 
unchanged. 


At Modder river the Boers appear to 


be modifying somewhat their line of 
defense. 
General Buller's scouts have 


discovered a. Boer camp established In 
the vicinity or Springfield, southwest of 
Colenso, by a Free State commando. 
A similar movement has been made at 
Modder river. A large force of Boers, It 
Is said, have formed a new laager about 
15 miles do'wn the stream, at Kameel- 
hoek.

A very remarkable Instance of the 


tracing of a criminal by means of a 
dream occurred In St. Louis.

Brltlnh Rapid Fire Oan« Bovsbt 


Overnight and Sent to General Otic. 
SmokelcM* Powder Seat to Homlla 
and New Projectile* Secured—Bal- 
lets Contained In Shrapnel shell*. 
While the British and the Boers are 


fighting with modern field guns, firing 
high explosive shells, the American 
forces lu the Philippines have been 
fighting for mere than a year without 
a single piece of the nevr artillery and 
without a single pound of high explo- 
sive. Were the rebels of Luzon armed, 
as are the Boers, with rapid fire artil- 
lei-y from the continental gun facto- 
ries, It would hardly be possible to put 
the insurrection ciowu without terrible 
losses of life, says the New York Sun. 
Fortunately for General Otis, Agui- 
naldo's army Is even worse off than 
our own, and the vigilance of the 
blockade of Philippine ports precludes 
the possibility of the rebels strengthen- 
ing their artillery. On the other hand, 
the new secretary of war Intends to 
provide General Otis with an adequate 
artiHery, and he already has on the 
Pacific coast, bound for - "anila, the 
first shipment of new field guns and 
high explosives. 


When Secretary Root entered the 


•war department, there were 17 bat- 
teries of artillery in the Philippines, 
but of these 17 all but five were fight- 
ing as infantry with small arms. Only 
five batteries had field artillery. Four 
of these five hrfl the heavy old 3.2 inch 
Blow firing guns, which, In the opinion 
of artillerists, "are as inferior to the 
new rapid fire guns as are flint lock 
muskets to Krag-Jorgensens." The re- 
maining battery had Hotchtiss guns, 
given to the government by John Jacob 
Astor. General Otis himself, who, the 
artillery officers say, went to Manila 
believing that the infantry was little 
In need of a heavy support of artillery, 
cabled to Washington that the heavy 
old field guns were inadequate. The 
exact condition of the artillery In the 
Philippines was made the subject of 
a special report to the new secretary 
of war when he began his work. He 
assured army officers, who pointed out 
to him the weakness of the artillery 
equipment, that the president wanted 
to put down the insurrection speedily 
and that the artillery would be 
strengthened at once. 


Within a month of the day he be- 


came secretary of war, Mr. Root came 
up from Washington with General 
Miles to witness some tests of new 
ordnance at Sandy Hook. A few days 
before this Lieutenant Buckey of the 
Third artillery, who had been ordered 
to the Philippines, was directed to go 
to Woolwich arsenal and from there to 
Paris and Amsterdam to investigate 
the use of mountain batteries in India 
and Africa. One of the guns tested at 
Sandy Hook was a new Vickers-Maxim 
mountain gun purchased In England 
by the board of ordnance and fortifica- 
tion. In the opinion of the ordnance 
experts at the proving ground this was 
just the gun needed in tbe Philippines, 
and Secretary Root accepted their ver- 
dict Red tape was slashed. A cable- 
gram was sent that night to Lieutenant 
Buekey, who had just arrived in Eng- 
land, telling him to buy a dozen of the 
mountain guns at once. Mr. Root saw 
the guns were needed, and the first 
thing -to do was to buy them. 


The two batteries of English moun- 


tain guns will soon be at Hongkong. 
American artillerymen who have seen 
this type of gun fired at Sandy Hook 
say that It is one of the most perfect 
pieces of ordnance ever mounted at 
the proving ground. 
The English, 


French, German and Russian armies 
have been equipped with this now 
rapid fire artillery for several years, 
while our own army has been strug- 
gling along with heavy, slow firing 
field guns. European armies have gone 
ahead while our own has been at a 
standstill in this respect. 
American 


artillerists and gunmakera have plead- 
ed for the artillery, asserting, what no- 
body denies, that the United States 
could lead in gnnmaking If it had a 
fair chance to go ahead. But obstruc- 
tions have been placed in the way of 
the development of American ord- 
nance. Secretary Root, it is known in 
Washington, has quickly grasped the 
situation, and as he is in a posi- 
tion to deal with the question with- 
out prejudice artillerymen believe that 
the new head of the war department 
will speedily remove some of the chief 
obstructions to ordnance progress. 


This English mountain gun is only 


one of the many types of tbe new ar- 
tillery, but a comparison of it with the 
corresponding American gun will show 
how far the United States is behind. 
The other day it was announced in 
Washington that the ordnance bureau 
would ship to Manila twenty-two 12 
pounder mountain guns. This is the 12 
pounder Hotchkiss, a fine gun in its 
day, but now a back number. It is the 
best gun of its kind !n our army, how- 
ever. 
The Imported mountain gun 


fires a 12% pound shell, but Its bore ia 
the same as that of the Hotchkiss— 
three inches. The Hotchkiss uses a 14 
ounce charge of brown powder; the 
AMckers-Maxim, 16 ounces of smoke- 
less powder. Consequently, while the 
muzzle velocity of the old gun is 870 
foot seconds, the smokeless powder 
gun develops 1,700 foot seconds, nearly 
twice as great. A doubling of velocity 
means a tremendous lucreapp In ener- 
gy. The American gjn at its best de- 
velops a muzzle energy, of 63 foot tons, 
VvuJle tuc uugllsh gun'E inusslc energy 
Is 250.4 foot tons, nearly as great as 
that developed b.v the heavy field guns 
now In the Philippines. 


Rapidity of fire is one of the great 


features of the new artillery. Xhia la 
attained by the use of fixed ammuni- 
tion, a quick acting breech mechanism 
and special devices for taking up the 
recoil. 
The Hotchkiss mountain gun 


uses fixed ammunition, but its orcech 
is an old one, and it kicks back like an 
old blunderbuss. The Vickers-Maxim 
gun sent to the Philippines has all of 
the new devices for increasing the 
epeod of fire, and it is possible to deliv- 
er with It 20 high explosive shells a 
minute. Ten shells a minute Is Its nor- 
mal capacity on tbe field of battle. Tb«

General Otis, as has been said, has 


four batteries of the 3.2 inch guns, aad 
nine more batteries are being shipped 
to him. Brigadier General Flagler, in 
his last repast as chief of ordnance, 
said of this piece: "At the time the 
present 3.2 inch field gun was designed 
and introduced into service, some 15 
years ago, it was thought to meet all 
essential requirements and was proved 
to be, in fact, fully equal to the best 
field gun extant at that period. Since 
that time, however, the introduction of 
smokeless powder and some improve- 
ments in the construction of the gun 
und its carriage have made it practica- 
ble to increase the power and efficiency 
of this piece without sacrificing req- 
uisite mobility." 


Ever since the European armies be- 


gan discarding their old fieldpieces our 
ordnance bureau has been trying to 
make a modern gun out of the old 3.2 
inch gun, but while our army is still 
using this antiquated gun all the great 
armies of Europe have the new artil- 
lery. The Vickers-Msxim 3 inch field 
gun develops a muzzla velocity of 2,700 
foot seconds, a muzzle energy of 632 
foot tons and fires from 10 to 20 high 
explosive shells a minute. The best gun 
we have in the Philippines, although 
of a slightly greater caliber, develops 
a velocity of only 1,685 foot seconds, 
a muzzle energy of only 265.7 foot tons 
and does well if it fires one shell a min- 
ute. A muzzle loader o_f 1861 compares 
better with our present" army field gun 
than does the latter with the new artil- 
lery we got from England. 


With the English guns now on the. 


Pacific are shells of all kinds, includ- 
ing shrapnel and high explosive shells. 
There isn't a high explosive shell in 
the Philippines today. The shrapnel 
projectile, the same as the British are 
using in South Africa, will be a terror 
to the rebels in the Philippines. The 
shell is filled with nearly 300 lead 
balls. When the shell is fired, its fuse 
is so timed as to explode the shell just 
In front of the enemy. 
The bullets 


shoot forward, a leaden rain. A dozen 
of these shrapnel shells bursting over 
an enemy's position in a minute is 
something more than half civilized 
fighters can stand. One of the batteries 
sent to General Otis will burst a shell 
a second over the enemy. 


MAUSER WOUND'S. 


DAIRY PRODUCTS FOR PARIS. 


Illinois 'Will Be Represented at the 


World's Exposition. 


Henry E. Alvord, chief of the dairy 
( 


division of the United States depart- j 
ment of agriculture, has sent to H. B. | 
Gurler of DeKalb, Ills., for an exhibit [ 
showing methods of producing milk 
for exclusive use of infants anfl in- 
valids. The exhibit will be made at 
Paris-and will be known as No. 10 in 
connection with the exhibit of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. 


It is claimed that Gurler has the 


model dairy farm of this character in 
the United States. The farm is locat- 
ed four miles southwest of DeKalb, j 
where are kept 200 blooded cows. The ; 
special feature of the exhibit will be 
the stabling methods of Mr. Gurler, 
•who has built a large palace barn 
with cement floors and woven wire 
stalls, says the Chicago Record. The 
care and preservation of the product 
until it reaches the consumer is anoth- 
er feature of the exhibit, the method 
of straining, cooling, bottling and pack- 
ing being shown by photographs of 
large size. 


The method of guarding against tn- 


berculosis is also described, even to 
the crematory, where cows found af- 
fected are killed and burned.

The Anglo-Boer war is already yield- 


ing interesting results In the study of 
wounds inflicted by the various pro- 
jectiles in use on both sides. The Lon- 
don Lancet's correspondent at Cape 
Town seuds an important report, in 
which he says of the wounded there: 


"A majority of the cases result from 


Mauser bullets, with a few from Mar- 
tini-Henry, and the difference is ex- 
tremely marked. The Mauser does not 
inflict so severe a wound, and the 
crushing power ia distinctly less. 
In 


most cases it is difficult to determine 
the aperture of entry and that of exit 
from the appearance of the wound, 
both apertures in nearly all cases being 
identical in size. Of course I am refer- 
ring to wounds of a fleshy nature where 
the bullet traversed the muscular 
structures only. In the case of per- 
foration, grooving or tunneling of 
bones the aperture of exit is much en- 
larged. 


"It is simply surprising to .note how 


quickly and readily these wounds heal. 
In a great number of cases the ordi- 
nary field dressing is quite sufficient to 
bring about complete healing, and the 
small caliber rifle and the consequent 
size of the bullet tell most favorably. 
In fact, instead, as with the Martini- 
Henry or Remington bullet, of a wound 
resulting through which one can thread 
a large sized drainage tube, the tissues 
are so "trie disturbed that they close 
immediately after the missile has pass- 
ed, and the healing begins at once. In 
nearly all cases they are as aseptic as 
can be wished. There are a few cases 
of shell wound, and these naturally are 
more severe, the laceration of muscle 
and other soft tissues and the splinter- 
ing of bone being the chief characteris- 
tics. 


"The weather keeps rather cool in 


the morning and after sunset, and the 
men coming from Natal brace up won- 
derfully after a fOT^days in the hospi- 
tal here. This climate is exceptionally 
good for wounds. lu fact, they heal 
in such a marvelon* manner that un- 
less a man is struck in a vital part the 
probabilities are that he will be fit for 
fighting again in a few weeks, a fact 
which will bo forcibly impressed upoE 
the Boers before we are done with 
them. 1 cannot help thinking that if 
they had any experience with the 
wounds caused by their new rifles they 
would discard them in favor of their 
old friend, the Martini-Henry."

NEW USE OF BALED HAY. 


To Be Utilised am a. Rampart a> Well 


as For Pood Pnrposes. 


The baled hay that is being shipped^ 


from New York for the use of the Brit* 
ish army In South Africa and th» 
American army In the Philippines i$ 
being compressed by a new process. 
The hay is put up in bales cylindrical 
in form, but the size and shape of tba 
old fashioned nail keg, or 18 inches 
high and of the same diameter. When 
baled in this shape, the hay is as hard 
as a board. The bales -weigh about 145, 
pounds. 


The hay is "handed out" in pancaka 


form. The hay pancakes, or layers, 
•which make up the bales, are about 
three-fourths of an inch thick. Thft 
most compact bale of hay put up byr 
the old style requires about 160 cubic 
feet space per ton. This new fangled 
hay takes up only 50 cubic feet spac«| 
per ton. 


A singular combination of circum-i 


stances is afforded at the baling plant} 
in Brooklyn. The contractor is using! 
Canadian hay, baled in the old squara, 
fashion in Canada. The old bales are; 
torn to pieces and fed into the top ofi 
the six compressors. About half tha 
product of the Brooklyn plant goes toj 
South Africa for use in the army;

the other half goes to Manila fon 
Lawton and MacArthur's use. The) 
good thing about this new bale is that) 
a mule can carry two 552 pound balesj 
and after he is fed off them for two or| 
three clays there is enough left for ai 
cavalryman to use as a miniature ranx 
part, says the St. Louis Post-DlspatchJ 
The hay is packed so tight that a bullelj 
would not go far into It.

MAKING TORPEDOES. 


liveliest kind of hustling to fill Uncle 
Sam's powder horn and 
shot pouch. 


Agents were sent to scour Europe foi 
powder, American powder works were set 
running night and day, armories where 
projectiles are turned out were put on 
double time and various other emergency 
methods adopted. 
The officials decided 


that, whether we had war or not, it was 
unsafe to be caught without powder. 


A natural question would be, "Whose 


fault was it, who blundered?" Well, it 
wasn't exactly a blunder. It was' partly 
due to the pacific yuiii^ which -ve have 
maintained for many years and partly to 
the fact that the men at the head of oui 
army and navy have not kept fully abreast 
of the times either from laok of funds or 
enterprise. 


Because we had not enough powder to 


last our navy ton days does non mean that 
we had stopped making or Uiying pow- 
der. 
We simply hadn't acquired it fast 


enough to keep up with tho demtnd creat- 
ed by the big guns which we have been 
making. Twenty-five years ago tho supply 
we had on band a few weeks ago would 
have been sufficient to last a year. 


But the big guns of modern days burn 


an immense amount of powder. Do you 
know how much? Well, a battleship like 
the Indiana can use 80 tons of powder an 
hour. While all figures as to the amount 
of powder that would be used in any sea 
fight must be largely conjectural, it doea 
not take a mathematical genius to under- 
stand that if a modern battleship can use 
from 50 to 75 tons of iipwder in an hour it 
would require more oS^he explosive to last 
through a couple of naval engagements 
than was once used to carry on an entire 
war. 


A good many persons think of all pow- 


der as being in the form of fine grains 
snch as are used in ordinary shotguns or for 
blasting purposes. As a matter of fact the 
powder of the present day is very different 
from this. A "grain" of the kind used in 
the big guns is made in the form of a hex- 
agon about an inch in diameter with a 
cylindrical hole through the center. 


The smokeless powder, which is tbe only 


kind used in the rapid firing guns and is 
coming into favor for those of larger cali- 
ber, is made in flat yellow strips about ten 
inches long, which look like a small paper 
ruler, or in hollow cylinders for all the 
world Ilka pieces of macaroni. 


In the factory the blocks of powder are 


packed *oto flat wooden cases lined With 
tin. Thence It is shipped to one of the 
government storehouses, of which there 
are eight, in different parts of the country 
—at Dover, N. J.; Portsmouth, N. H.; 
Chelsea, Mass.; Fort Wadsworth, in Kew 
York harbor; Fort Mullin, on the Chesa- 
peake; the Norfolk navy yard, Pensacola, 
3?la., and Mare Island, Cal. 


Th« Dover storehouse is the principal 


one, and it is doubtful if all the others put 
together contain aa much as this one. It 
is located on the government's military 
reservation among the Dover mountains 
In northern New Jersey, eight miles from 
the nearest town.

sent by our soldiers in South Africa 
to

vivid 


glimpses of the war, says the Toronto 
Mail and Empire. 
A letter from a 


wounded lance corporal of the King's 
Royal rifles to his mother, Just come 
to hand, gives a description of the 
storming of Glencoe. 


"I have told you," says tho writer, 


"how eager I was for a fight, but I 
never thought I should come so near to 
going under as I did in my first set to. 
It was Just daybreak when the Boers 
opened fire on us, and as men began to 
fall rather fast General Symonds, who 
was in command, ordered our colonel 
to have us in readiness to storji their 
hill If you bad only seen that hill, 
mother, you would have fainted at the 
look of it 


"When the order came to take It, tip 


we went like rockets. I was with sosae 
more chaps right in front, and the 
way we got over huge bowlders and 
took flying leaps across great ledges 
was a fair treat. I don't know how I 
did it now, but it didn't seem two min- 
utes from the start when I was right 
up at the top of that hill and stabbing 
at the 'Paulies' for all I was worth. I 
got so excited that I got right away 
from the main body and among a 


I crowd of them, and as my ankle got 
twisted over a big stone down I came 
a cropper Just as I was going to lay 
out an old fellow with a beard a foot 
long. 


''He had clubbed his gun and was 


going to bring it over my head as I 
lay on the ground, when all of a sud- 
den up springs in front of him a young 
fellow and says something to him in 
their lingo, and the old fellow oaJ(y 
scowls at me and then turns round 
and goes off somewhere else to fight. 
Then the young chap helps me up, and 
as the fall and a bullet in my foot had 
taken it all out of me he props me up 
against a rock and gives me some wa- 
ter. Then he says to me in very bad 
English: 'I save your life. 
Do you 


know?' 
I nodded. Then he says, 


'You know why I save your life?' I 
shook my head. Then he says, 'Be- 
cause you are like my brother.' 


"Then he gives me a cigar and car- 


ries me on his back down the hill to 
where onr camp lay, and wh^n we 
got to the bottom he puts me down 
and says. They will find you here all 
right.' 
Then he gives me another 


cigar, shakes my hand and bolts. 1 
was picked up by a patrol an hour or 
so afterward and have been in hospital 
ever since." 


A resident of WelUngborough has re- 


ceived a letter from a relative who was 
wounded in one of the earlier engage- 
ments and is now in the hospital. 
"Some of the incidents in hospital 
make us all laugh," says tbe writer. 
"You 
know Tom H., who used to do a 


turn at A—- Music hall? He is in my 
ward and keeps our spirits up. He did 
a funny thing the other day when to- 
bacco was given out 
You remember 


his hand elocution at the hall? Well, 
one of the Boers has lost both his 
arms, and when the tobacco was giv- 
en out he shook his head, and a tear 
fe-11 down his cheek. Tom saw It and 
was by his side in a moment 
He 


placed his arms each side of the Boer 
and performed the office of the missing 
ones, giving the Boer a good smoke. 
He brought down the house with 
cheers. 


"Another little incident showed how 


we leave our hatred In the field. One 
of our men had lost a left arm and a 
Boer his right. 
They received their 


tobacco in despair until a bright 
thought struck Tommy A. 'Mate, shift 
up closer,' he said. 'I've cigarette pa- 
pers in my pouch.' 
They rolled the 


cigarettes, one man using his right 
hand and the other his left, and this 
was how they always 
made their 


cigarettes until the men left hospital." 


The following extracts are from a 


letter sent by Private J. Locke of the 
First battalion, Devon regiment, to 
his mother: 


"I was in both the battles of Elands- 


laagte and Reitfontein and had the 
luck to come out of both without being 
hit I shall never forget the battle of 
Elandslaagte. The bullets were sim- 
ply raining. 
Our casualties were 38 


and would have been a great deal more 
if it hadn't been for a lot of ant heaps 
that afforded us splendid cover as we 
advanced to take the Boer position, 
keeping well apart from one another 
ind not crowding as we advanced. 
When we charged their position, we 
fixed our bayonets and, with a cheer, 
charged up the slope. Before we got 
to the top tbe enemy hoisted the white 
flag. 
Our officers stopped 
us 
and 


would not allow .us to use our bay- 
onets. The Boers had run away and 
left everything they possessed—rifles, 
horses, tinned provisions of all kinds 
and a lot of clothes. The Boer killed 
and wounded were lying all over the 
place. 
It wns very miserable, as it 


rained all night, and we could hear the 
cries and groans all round. The next 
morning wo returned to Ladysmith by 
train. 


"Lnst Tuesday's fight was not so 


bad," this letter proceeds, "as we 
fought on the defensive. We only had 
one killed and five wounded. The ar- 
tillery did all the fijrhting, shelling 
them for six hours. \Ve must havo 
killed hundreds of them. To give yon 
some Idea of what splendid artillery 
air. 
Our Latteries bayed again, and 


the Boer guns wore silent 


"The attack was to be made on their 


front and left flank. Tho Devonshires 
formed for the front attack and the 
Mauchestcra on the right. The Gordon 
Highlanders edged to tbe extreme right- 
ward with a long, bowlder freckled 
hill above them. The guns flung shrap- 
nel across the valley. Tbe cavalry was 
in leash, straining toward the ene- 
my's 
flanks.

It is said of him: "He 
is a monk of the barefooted Carmelite 
order, and is as Ligurian as Pope 
J ilius II.

In that country, in addition 
to the conflict going on between the 
civil and religious authorities, the 
church was in considerable danger on 
account of the lack of discipline and 
of the dissolute morals which nrevailPd 
among the clergy and the episcopate.

LAWTON. THE FIGHTER. 


Senator Beveridge's Tribute to 


tbe Nation's Dead Hero. 


WAS IDOLIZED BT HIS SOLIHEBS. 


Harvelona Vnconaclonsnen of 
Dan- 


ger Displayed by 3he American 
General—Completion* and Fearlem 
Target For tbe Enemy—Filipino* 
Called Him the "Soldier of tbe 
Hl«ht.» 
The United States senator from Indi- 


ana, Albert J. Beveridge, was an inti- 
mate friend of the late Major General 
Lawton and campaigned with him in 
the Philippines for several weeks last 
spring. Senator Beverldge, who is at 
the Holland House, was walking along 
the street when he heard the first tfews 
of Lawton's death, says the New York 
World. The senator was almost over- 
come by the shock. It was several 
hours before he would consent to speak 
of his dead friend, and then he was 
constantly interrupting with such re- 
marks as "But it cannot be true I" 
"What a loss!" "What a blow!" Said 
Senator Beveridge in answer to ques- 
tions: 


"Lawton was like Napoleon's mar- 


shals. He was not simply brave, but 
had so little self consciousness in the 
hour of battle that he was literally un- 
conscious of danger. I have seen him 
the target for tbs entire fire of the en- 
emy. 
He simply did not know be T*as 


being fired at because his mind was so 
engaged in studying out what should 
be done. He rode an enormous black 
horse and wore a practically white 
suit, with a great gray slouch hat. He 
had come to be known to the Filipinos 
as Ouster used to be known to the In- 
dians, and whenever he appeared with- 
in range they directed their fire on 
him. 
They feared him more than any 


one else. 


"He was tall, at least 6 feet 2 inches, 


slender, rawboned and a fighter In ap- 
pearance. He looked much like the 
type of western soldier which Rem- 
ington draws. 
He bad brown eyes, 


alert and penetrating. His manners 
were direct and to the point, and he 
used few words. I recall the day he 
ordered the advance of the South Da- 
kotas at Taytay. There was nothing 
histrionic or dramatic about it at all. 
It was a matter of business. 


"He simply rode across the field, 


found the colonel and said, 'Get your 
men into town there.' Then, turning, 
he galloped over to the Twelfth regu- 
lar infantry and, dismounting at es- 
actly the point where two of our sol- 
diers had been killed a few minutes be- 
fore, called up the major who was in 
command and said In a quiet, business- 
like voice, 'Get your men on the move, 
major.' 


"The charge was ordered and exe- 


cuted beautifully. Lawton then char- 
acteristically swung himself into tho 
saddle and galloped into Taytay before 
most of the charging soldiers had 
reached there. At the top of the hill 
beyond Taytay our advance line was 
firing npon tbe Filipinos'who had been 
left by Geuei-al Plo del Pilar In the 
ravine below. 
They were returning 


the fire with vigor. Lawton deliber- 
ately rode to the edge of tbe hill and 
drew up there, tbe target of the whole 
fire. He staid until he bad estimated 
how many had been left behind. 


"A bullet struck perhaps four or five 


feet away, and General Lawton turn- 
ed to his companion, with a smile like 
that of a child, and said: 'Hub! If 
that gun had been elevated a sixteenth 
of an inch, it would have got yon or 
me.' He then immediately rode on to 
the firing line, 


"I have seen him ride after the re- 


treating Filipinos far in advance of 
his line and with nothing before him 
except what is known as 'a point*— 
that is, four or five of the private sol- 
diers advancing ahead. 
The chances 


were overwhelming that some shot 
from ambush would strike him. On 
one occasion he discovered an earth- 
work across the road through which 
the Filipinos were retreating before 
his 'point' saw it. He warned them 
quickly of their peril, but rode on him- 
self ahead of them and through tUe 
earthwork, which, as his luck had it, 
did not conceal a squad of the enemy. 


"I spoke to him once" about his 


strange unconsciousness of danger. 
'You are certain to be killed sooner or 
later,' I said. 'I suppose I shall be,' 
he replied In his simple, matter of fact 
way. 'I have worked out the law of 
averages as applied to my case, and 
the chances of my being killed every 
time I go into action are now very 
many as against the single chance of 
my escape. But this is a part of the 
soldier's profession. We Who go to be 
soldiers of the republic understand this 
thoroughly.' 1 shall never forget his 
words or bis manner. 


"Why, 
1 had a long letter from him 


only a few weeks ago. I am very 
much grieved Indeed, and my sympa- 
thy with the gentle woman who was 
his wife and with her children I do not 
know how to express." 


"Did bis men like him?" 
"They Idolized him, of course, as 


must be the case with every man of 
his quality. It comes to me now that as 
his men were resting by tbe roadside 
and we were riding along 1 heard such 
expressions as 'Here comes tbe old 
man, God bless him.' He was tbe idol 
of the men, partly on account of his 
ideal bravery and also on account of bis 
watchfulness for their comfort and his 
Joint endurance of all tbe hardships." 


"He shared in the difficulties as well 


as in the dangers?" 


"Yes, that was singularly so. There 


was not a soldier under his command 
that endured the hardships to which 
General Lawton subjected himself. At 
2 a. u.- once he went, with only the 
man In charge of the boat, up the 
Pusig rlir-ir into Laguna de Bay. 
It 


was a black night. The enemy were 
on both banks, an.1 he was in deadly- 
peril every moment, as these boats 
frequently get fast In the mud of the 
bank of this twisting and winding 
stream. He did this for the purpose 
of finding the gunboats and giving 
the orders for the movements in per- 
eon instead of sending somebody else. 


"He would go without Bleep In order 


to have everything done just right I 


.<!»,.oja^ccggion when I 


awoke'a tfItle'after Snfime I missed 
Lawton, but found him In the belfry of 
the cathedral. He had been there since 
dawn, surveying the surrounding coun- 
try and preparing to execute certain 
movements at the earliest possible mo- 
ment He had practically not gone to 
bed at all. This be did week after 
week." 


"The Filipinos were much afraid of 


him?" 


"Yes; they called him 'the soldier of 


the night,' because he was on the go 
night as well as day. He represented to 
them the opposite of the spirit of Span- 
ish generalship. He was simply tire- 
less. He appeared to need neither food 
nor sleep, and more than any other 
man I ever saw did not spare himself 
any hardship, storm, flerca, tropical 
sun, danger—all the terrible elements 
of war. He was truly a great soldier. 
He was, I believe, the most silent man 
I ever knew, and yet,, strange to say, 
he was perfectly unreserved when he 
did speak and did not have the least 
bit of affectation about him. He was 
as simple minded as a child.' Some- 
times he reminded you of a child in 
tbe clearness and simplicity of his re- 
marks. 


"He was not a searcher after person- 


al glory. I don't think Henry W. Law- 
ton ever spent ten minutes of his life 
thinking about fame. 
He thought 


about duty, as Is best Illustrated by 
the speech he made on the trip the 
president took through the south. 
I 


think it was at Montgomery, Ala. Aft- 
er the president and General Wheeler 
and all the members of the cabinet 
who were present had spoken some- 
body called for General Lawton. 
He 


arose, bowed and sat down. But they 
would not release him, and so he rose 
and said: 


" 'Fellow citizens, I am not an ora- 


tor; I am only a soldier. I am not a 
hero; I am only a regular. Thank yon.' 
To my mind that speech Is classic." 


"You saw a great deal of him in the 


Philippines?" 
i 


"Yes, 
I was fortunate enough to see 


much of him. After I returned from 
the southern Islands most of my time 
was spent with Lawton. We ate to- 
gether, slept in the same room when 
•we slept at all, rode together and all 
that. But ,4toat is no news. Don't put 
that in. In this way, though, I came 
to know him very intimately, and the 
more I knew him the better I liked 
him, and finally I came to love him. 
That is the only word for it, and that 
is the experience, too, of everybody 
else who had the honor of knowing 
him." 


"As to his home life?" 
"That is too sacred a subject to say ! 


anything about further than that it 
was so tender and beautiful that It 
was ideal. Mrs. Lawton is out there 
now with the children. How my heart 
bleeds for her! She was aa truly the 
soldier's wife as he was the soldier."

Geneva! Sjrnons' Great Confidence In 


His Men—i-iorr He Received Bis 


, Death Wound—Thrilling: Account of 


the Strange Battle at Elandalaagte. 
Some Interesting Incidents. 
For the first time the other day the 


true story of the Ajiglo-Boer war was 
told in London. It is more than three 
weeks old and came by mail, but it 
has lost none of its thrilling interest 
thereby. We know at last why Gen- 
eral Symons ordered that terrible 
charge at Dundee and how he received 
his death wound, and we have a vivid 
picture of the strange battlefield at 
Elandslaagte. which was unlike any- 
thing In the previous annals of war. 
,The following is the London Times 
correspondent's unemotional account 
of the bloody day's -work -when Gen- 
eral Symons fell: 


"As soon aa the Boer guns were si- 


lenced by our artillery General Sy- 
mons gave the order for an assault on 
Talana hill. The hill rises 800 feet, 
and the distance to the top is more 
than a mile. The first portion of tho 
ascent is gentle and over open ground 
to a homestead surrounded by broken 
woods. Above the -woods the ground 
IB rough and rocky, the ascent Is steep 
and half way up a thick stone wall 
runs around the hill as a fringe of a 


twlde terrace of open ground. 


"Above the terrace the ascent Is al- 


most perpendicular, and at the end of 
this was the Boer position, on the flat 
top so characteristic of African hills- 
Altogether the position seemed Impreg- 
nable, even If held by a small body 
'against large forces, and General Sy- 
mons must have had extraordinary 
confidence In his men when he ordered 
2,000 of them to take it in the teeth 
of a terrible and well sustained fire 
from superior numbers of skilled rifle- 
men. 
His confidence -was fully Justi- 


fied. 


"It Is said that he deliberately re- 


solved to show the Boers that Majuba 
Hill was not the measure of what Brit- 
ish infantry could do, and, if so, he 
more than succeeded. To find a paral- 
lel for the endurance, tenacity and 
heroic determination to press forward 
over all obstacles and at all hazards, ' 
one has to go back to Wellington's in- 
vincible infantry in the peninsula. The 
men had to go through eight hours of

"The advance of the Infantry was 


covered by a vigorous cannonade, but 
the appearance of onr men in the open 
was the signal for a storm of rifle fire 
from the Boers. Though our losses at 
this stage were extraordinarily small, 
In the wood, which for some timo 
marked the limit of the advance, they 
•were considerable, and here, about 
9:30 o'clock, General Symons, who had 
galloped up to tell the men that the 
hill must be taken, fell 
mortally 


•wounded. 
Throughout the morning 


he had exposed himself perhaps un- 
necessarily. His position -was always 
marked by a red flag carried by hia 
orderly. 


"By 10 o'clock our men, creeping up 


Inch by Inch and taking advantage of 
every available cover, had gained the 
shelter of the stone wall, but for a 
long time farther advance seemed Im- 
possible. As often as a man became 
Visible the Boers poured a deadly fire 
In his direction, while, whatever their 
losses from our artillery fire, they rare- 
ly afforded a mark for the rifle. About 
12 o'clock, however, a lull in their fire 
afforded our men an opportunity for 
scaling the wall and dashing across 
the open ground beyond. Then the 
almost sheer ascent of the hist portion 
of the hill began. 
Here our losses 


were greatest, the rifles losing most 
heavily. 
j 


"Colonel Gunning, who was always 


In front of his men, was shot through . 
the bead. Near the top of the hill Cap- I 
tain Pechell, who had only arrived two ' 
days before from the Sudan, also fell. 
Out of 17 officers the battalion lost five 
killed and seven wounded. As our men 
neared the top of the hill our guns 
<were compelled to slacken their fire, 
and the Boers, of course, were enabled 
to strengthen their rifle fire accord- 
ingly. The last portion of the ascent 
was rushed with their bayonets, but

about, and one of the humorous sights 
of the day wa* to see the Dublin fusil- 
eers gayly riding back these captive 
steeds." 


It is a much more vivid account 


which G. W. Bteevens gives of the 
strange battle at Elandalaagte, which 
did not begin until nearly 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon. He says: "Our gtms 
moved to a position toward the right, 
p.nd the Boer guns opened fire. Lord, 
but those German gunners knew their 
business! The third or fourth shell 
pitched into a wagon full of shells 
with a team of eight horses hitched to 
It. We held our breath for the explo- 
sion, but when the emoke cleared away 
only the near wheeler lay on hie side 
and the wagon had its wheels In the 


bodies down. Sir P. Symons was shot 
about the middle of the engagement. 
Poor Shlrotun was killed about th« 
end, and nearly all the staff were kill- 
ed also. 1 have np doubt the Boers 
had t *:rs to specially shoot at offi- 
cers, r id the mortality among the 
eenior ones was very great. We lost 
80 men and officers, who were taken 
•with Colonel Hotter. The position 
should have been shelled for a much 
longer time before we attacked, but 
the whole thing was a most gallant 
one, and I am so proud of the men. 
They were so wonderfully well led by 
our officers it is no wonder we lost 
such a lot 


"I took the battalion home and then 


wired to the»relations of the dead, saw 
the wounded and wired to their rela- 
tions. All are doing well. Had a very 
hard time, but got a little food and 
went to bed. We stood to arms at 5 
o'clock the next morning and had to 
wait about ready all day. 
About 1 


p. m. the generals sent for us com- 
manding officers, and we decided to 
evacuate the camp, as we had heard 
they were bringing a big 40 pounder 
to shell us. We went over to choose a 
position and told the men first to pa- 
rade and we would show them where 
they could be put. It rained hard, so 
I took the men back for their water- 
proof sheets and blankets, atad then 
we left the camp. The enemy began 
to shell it very soon afterward, and 
we never got back to it. We slept out 
under shell fire at 6,000 and 7,000 yards 
range and then in the middle of the 
night went out to a hill. This was 
early Sunday morning. We put out 
pickets and staid there for awhile, 
when we got the report that a big fight 
had been w$n here, and we were jubi- 
lant, thinking they would come and 
relieve us, but later we got a wire to 
say that they could not do so without 
losing Ladysmith, so when this came 
It was decided we should march that 
night." 


Another letter, ,wrltten in English by 


a woman in Harmony, Pretoria, to a 
feminine friend in Utrecht and for- 
warded to this city, presents a striking 
picture of the situation among the 
Boers aud tells how determined they 
are to defend what they deem their 
rights at every cost and hazard. The 
letter dated Harmony, Pretoria, Oct. 
14, reads in part as follows: 


"Dearest Marie—A gentleman we 


know, who is leaving the country, has 
promised to post some letters for us in 
London. 
As there is every reason to 


think all persons and papers will be 
examined on the border, I shall be 
careful to say nothing that The whole 
world may not read. Two letters from 
Line and several -others from other 
people arrived here open. War has 
been declared. Am I dreaming? Is it 
only a horrible nightmare? Alas, no! 
Every paper, every special edition, tells 
of fierce combats, of loss of life, of 
destruction of railways, bridges, tele-

L., of Manhattan', Kansas,
